The report observes that detainees’ attempts to 
gain access to counsel often were frustrated — both 
accidentally and willfully. The Justice review also 
found that a pattern of physical and verbal abuse 
against the detainees was prevalent at one of the 
confinement centers studied in the review — the 
Metropolitan Detention Center in Brooklyn, New 
York. “[We concluded,” the report noted, “that the 
evidence indicates a pattern of abuse by some 
correctional officers against some September 11 
detainees, particularly during the first months after 
the attacks.” 

Hussein Ibish, communications director for the 
American-Arab Anti-Discrimination Committee, 
argues that the report “only confirms what we've 
been saying for a long time now — that there have 
been substantial abuses and mistakes” associated 
with the detentions. Ibish observes that the 
government deserves credit for releasing the report, 
and argues that “you have to give a little leeway” to 
the Justice Department and other agencies for its 
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onduct during the first seven to 10 days after the 
attac

But much of the report deals with periods of time 
long after the initial shock to the judicial system, and 
lbish takes a much dimmer view of those 
subsequent failings regarding the 9/11 detainees — 
particularly the obsessive penchant for secrecy in 
the proceedings that led to many of the abuses 
detailed in the report.

Let’s watch the glib generalizations, Bud. The Islamic world 
isn’t uniformly “backward.” (And these days, less than a fifth 
of its population is Arab.) Among the relatively non-backward 
parts are Turkey and Malaysia, which, while not without their 
problems, have made considerable strides toward what Ameri- 
cans understand as modernity. But I’ll grant you that those 
countries are exceptions. I'll grant you another point, too: 
throughout the Crusades, which began in 1095 when Pope 
Urban II called upon Christians to wrest the Holy Land from 
Muslim control, one side might reasonably have been described 
as civilized, tolerant, and progressive, while the other was by 
and large a bunch of backward, ignorant, bloodthirsty fanatics. 
Hint: it wasn’t the Muslims who, upon capturing Jerusalem in 
1099, gleefully slaughtered everyone there. 

Today Islam claims some 1.2 billion adherents, most living in 
a broad swath stretching from the Atlantic coast of North 
Africa eastward to Indonesia and the Philippines. (For compar- 
ison, there are 1.9 billion Christians worldwide, most of them 
Catholics.) While abject poverty is rare in the Muslim world, 
the overwhelming majority of the population is just getting by. 
The 1999 gross domestic product of the entire Arab League 
was less than that of Spain, and Arabs have translated as many 
books in the last thousand years as the Spanish now do in one. 

Some Western observers would have you believe that this is 
all because of an Islamic or Arabic culture that prizes bluster 
over substance. One influential book, Raphael Patai’s The Arab 
Mind (1983), suggests that the Arab predilection for overstated 
rhetoric (remember the absurd pronouncements of Iraqi infor- 
mation minister Mohammed Saeed al-Sahaf?) is rooted in the 
floweriness of the Arabic language. Nonsense — the inflated 
talk can be more readily explained as an attempt to compensate 
for powerlessness. Similarly, it’s irresponsible to insist that 
some inherent quality of the Islamic religion perpetuates igno- 
rant fanaticism. Islam is much like Christianity, in that you can 
find something in it to justify almost any fool notion 

The truth is that the present gap between the fortunes of the 
Islamic world and those of the West isn’t a result so much of 
Muslim failure as European success. For roughly a thousand 
years, from the death of Mohammed in 632 to the breaking of 
the Ottoman siege of Vienna in 1683, Islamic rulers vied with 
Christian ones for aneee in the Mediterranean. In the end 
the Muslim powers lost becat > circumstances of empire 
didn’t compel them to develop p the’ human resources tl 

the Europeans did.

Reformist Muslim sects argued for 
a return to tradition, and what had once been a tolerant reli 
gion grew more and more conservative and xenophobic. Euro 
pean colonization of Muslim lands in the 19th century in- 
creased resentment of the West, which in turn contributed to 
Muslim isolationism in the postcolonial era. 

All of which is an object lesson, | guess. What did our Muslim 
brothers do wrong? Nothing. They just stopped doing a lot of 
the stuff they'd gotten right, and the world passed them by.

Provizer is right: independent owners 
aren't always better than corporate chains 
and community-based media do no good i if 
people aren’t paying attention.

committee members repeatedly questioned 
the cost of the current drug policies. Even 
the state’s district attorneys, who've consis- 
tently opposed loosening mandatory mini- 
mums, seemed willing to compromise. Al- 
though the district attorneys reject Senate 
Bill 167 and House Bill 3302, they have ex- 
pressed a willingness to modify certain 
mandatory minimums. 

For those who back sentencing reform, 
the state’s ballooning budget crisis has 
opened a window of opportunity. Advocates 
who've long criticized the mandatory-drug- 
sentencing policies are seizing on the exist- 
ing climate as a chance to change hearts 
and minds among fiscal conservatives and 
unlikely political allies. As Lynn Holbein, a 
member of the local chapter of Families 
Against Mandatory Minimums (FAMM), 
puts it, “Today, there’s opportunity in the 
midst of our budget crisis. Politicians who 
were unwilling to make these decisions 
based on what’s right may do so based on 
money.” After all, she aptly points out, 
“Money has a way of causing introspec- 
tion.” 


HERE’S NO doubt that the state’s 

mandatory-minimum-sentence drug 
laws need revamping. As it stands, Massa- 
chusetts’s mandatory sentences for drug 
convictions rank among the harshest in the 
nation. Trafficking in as little as 14 grams of 
cocaine — an amount equal in volume to 
14 packets of sweetener — gets you three 
years behind bars. If you’re convicted of 
selling those 14 grams near school property, 
you get another two years. If you’re convict- 
ed of possessing those 14 grams with intent 
to sell to minors, it’s an additional three 
years on top of that. And all this happens 
automatically 

This rigid, one-size-fits-all approach to 
criminal justice — an approach that shifts 
discretion from judges to prosecutors, who 
choose what charges to pursue in the first 
place — has long come under fire. These 
laws lump disparate behaviors and people 
into neat categories, with no room for com- 
mon sense. As a result, people who deserve 
less severe penalties are left languishing in 
jail cells for decades. People who had never 
broken the law before. People who had un- 
wittingly dated a drug dealer. People whose 
habits put them at the wrong place at the 
wrong time. In Massachusetts, first-time, 
nonviolent drug offenders routinely spend 
more time behind bars than rapists and 
child molesters. Says Martin Rosenthal, of 
the Massachusetts Association of Criminal 
Defense Lawyers (MACDL), who’s pushed 
to repeal mandatory minimums for drug 
convictions since 1990, “Nobody likes to 
talk about the huge injustices. The poor 
drug mules and petty dealers who go away 
for 10, 15, and 20 years.” 

Count Charles Ginsberg among the lot. A 
Web-page designer from Arlington, Gins- 
berg, 53, spent most of the 1990s locked up 
in a tiny cell in a Georgia penitentiary, serv- 
ing a 10-year mandatory sentence for con- 
spiring to sell marijuana. Because the “con- 
spiracy” in question extended beyond 
Massachusetts, Ginsberg, a Winthrop native, 
was sentenced under federal mandatory- 
minimum laws, which, unlike the state’s, 
allow offenders to earn “good time” for 
early release. After nearly nine years and the 
successful completion of a drug-treatment 
program, he managed to shave six months 
from his prison term. Nevertheless, Gins-

berg considers his punishment “out of 
whack” with his crime. 

It’s not as if he didn’t sell pot. Indeed, he 
readily admits he became the pot dealer of 
choice for customers in and around 
Winthrop. “But I was a small fish in a big 
tank,” he says. At the time of his November 
1991 arrest — when a buyer who'd been 
charged with conspiracy to sell gave him up 
— Ginsberg had been in trouble with police 
only once, when, at 19, he was arrested for 
possessing pot. He had never owned or 
fired a gun. Two years before his arrest, he 
had stopped selling marijuana at all. And so, 
he says, “I didn’t deserve 10 years. If you’re 
a small fry and you don’t hurt anyone, I see 
no reason to go to prison that long.” 

Ginsberg’s time behind the wall provided 
him with firsthand lessons on the failed re- 
sults of mandatory minimums — not just 
the injustices of their severity, but also the 
racial disparities they deepen. More than 
80 percent of people convicted under 
Massachusetts’s mandatory-sentencing 
drug laws are minorities, according to the 
Sentencing Commission. And the same 
holds true at the federal level — even 
though blacks and Latinos consume drugs 
at the same rate as whites. Ginsberg recalls 
meeting black and Latino men who'd done, 
as he puts it, “a lot less than me,” yet faced 
much stricter penalties. Some were 
teenagers who had run with the wrong 
crowd, gotten caught with an ounce of 
crack, and been sentenced to 20 years 
Others smoked joints inside their homes in 
cities, like Boston, where entire neighbor- 
hoods fall within a school zone. The expe- 
rience left him convinced of the need for 
reform. He adds, “I feel a duty to speak 
out with whatever breath | have in me.” 

So does Nancy Brown, who heads the 
New England chapter of FAMM. Brown got 
involved in FAMM back in 1991, when her 
son, then 20, was charged with conspiracy 
to transport a controlled substance across 
state lines. When she heard her son, who 
had followed the Grateful Dead, was facing 
a 10-year mandatory, “I was floored,” she 
says. “I thought, ‘Oh, my God. He must 
have killed someone.’” On the contrary, her 
son, whose name Brown asked the Phoenix 
not to publish, had sent an envelope con- 
taining several tabs of LSD through the mail 
to a friend. To this day, the sentence — 
which her son served in various peniten- 
tiaries until his 1999 early release for good 
behavior — strikes Brown as extreme. She 
explains, “My son used illegal substances 
and should pay the consequences.” Yet for a 
young college student who'd never been in 
trouble, she adds, “the sentence did not fit 
his crime.” 

It’s a message that Brown and FAMM ad- 
vocates have tried to send to Massachusetts 
legislators for years now. Ever since 1996, 
when the Sentencing Commission com- 
posed its set of comprehensive sentencing 
guidelines, advocates have fought to ease 
mandatory drug sentences — to no avail. 
When it comes to these sentences, the com- 
mission’s recommendation seems nothing if 
not modest: it would simply give judges dis- 
cretion to sentence drug offenders to less 
than the mandated minimum. By having to 
provide written reasons for the departure, 
judges would be held accountable. And 
prosecutors could appeal such decisions at 
any time. 

Despite these safeguards, the law-and- 
order brigade has sounded off against the

hammed. Clearly Vines and company 
were out of line not only with main 
stream Christian and Jewish thinking, but 
also with accepted popular thought. But 
something else about the evangelical cri- 
tique of Islam has resonated with the 
public: the obsessive focus on a sexual- 
ized Islam. 


The focus on converting Muslims to Christianity is 
motivated by something besides religious faith: a hatred 
of what's seen as the sexualized aspects of Islam. 


Muslims want to allegorize their own 
scriptures because they don’t want to de- 
fend jihad. But if you take the Koran at its 
word, or Mohammed at his word, then 
you'll find physical jihad.” The Caners in 
sist that they have the definitive interpre- 
tation of the Koran and isn’t it surpris- 
ing that theirs is a fundamentalist, literal 
interpretation that dovetails very nicely 
with conservative well, fundamentalist 

Chr istian ideas and political agendas? 
But as is well known, allegorical readings 
of religious texts are common in all reli- 
zions. As with any religious text — or any 
0k, for that matter — interpretation is 
subjective. Jews, Catholics, and Protes- 
tants have major disagreements about how 
to understand and interpret the Hebrew 
Bible and the later Christian writings we 
call the New Testament. Catholics and 
Protestants, after all, slaughtered millions 
over these matters of interpretation. And 
today, Sunni and Shiite Muslims have bit- 
ter and sometimes deadly religious fights 
over how to read the Koran. 

Vines, of course, isn’t the only right-wing 
culprit. Last summer, Jerry Falwell penned a 
defense of Vines on WorldNetDaily.com,

The best example of this obsession is 
the endlessly circulated idea that a man 
who dies while on jihad will be granted an 
exalted place in heaven, which means he 
will be able to have sexual intercourse with 
70 perpetual virgins. This idea is based on 
35th verse of the Hadith, 
but it is a literal interpretation that’s not 


embraced by many people. Islamic schol 


a reading of the 


ars even disagree on the translation, some 
holding that “virgins” is an incorrect ren 
dering of a word that might more accu- 
rately be translated as “purity.” Yet the 
idea is that from Mohammad Atta to 
Palestinian suicide bombers, Muslims 
(many of whose motivations may be cul 
tural rather than religious) who die for a 
political ideal often do so for just such a 
reward. 

Even more blatant examples of the sexu- 
alization of Islam concern homosexuality 
Two months after 9/11, the National En- 
quirer published a story about Mohammed 
Atta’s alleged homosexuality. It was the 
usual Enquirer mix of innuendo, conjec- 
tural reporting, and inflammatory insinua- 
tion, claiming that “Mohammed Atta and 
several of his bloody henchmen led secret 
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gay lives — and Atta’s boyfriend died with 
him in his September 11 suicide mission.” 
They also insisted that “the terrorists 
seethed with a hatred and a fear of women 
— and that that loathing fueled their in- 

sane rage.” The rest of the media did not 
take the Enquirer story all that seriously 

it was, after all, the Enquirer. But that 
did not stop many of them from mention- 
ing it repeatedly as a curious media item. 

This theme was reprised in a more re- 
spectable manner last August when Time 
magazine reported that John Walker 
Lindh, “the American Taliban,” had a sex- 
ual relationship with Khizar Hayat in Pak- 
istan sometime before he went to 
Afghanistan. Hayat himself was the source 
of the information. Time quoted him as 
saying, “He was liking me very much. All 
the time he wants to be with me.” But he 
later denied this, as did Lindh’s lawyers 
(probably figuring that this was one more 
thing, true or not, their client didn’t need 
made public). This story received a huge 
amount of play on conservative radio and 
television shows — like The O'Reilly Fac- 
tor — which pointed out the “obvious” 
connections between homosexuality, im- 
morality, and anti-Americanism. 


ROM PEDOPHILIA TO homosexuali- 

ty, from polygamy to a bevy of perpetu- 
al virgins, Western culture cannot get 
enough of this sexualized Islam. But that 
should come as no surprise, since for over 
a century Western cultures have eroticized 
not only Islam, but the Near and Far East 
in general. In his groundbreaking 1978 
book Orientalism, Edward Said charted 
how European (and to a lesser degree, 
American) culture has depicted the “exot- 
ic” East — “orient” comes from the Latin 
word for east — in art, theater, novels, 
travel books, opera, philosophy, and archi- 
tecture. Said’s basic argument is that “the 
Orient” doesn’t exist — it is a figment of 
the West’s imagination, invented from end-

less, often sexualized, fantasies. Such fan- 
tasies have borne no relationship to the 
strikingly diverse countries, nations, peo- 
ples, and cultures to the east of Europe. 
Indeed, Orientalism was so strongly em- 
bedded in the Western imaginative tradi- 
tion as to make these cultures virtually in- 
visible to Europeans. And why did this 
happen? Orientalism, Said argues, enabled 
European culture to gain “in strength and 
identity by setting itself off against the Ori- 
ent as a sort of surrogate and even an un- 
derground self.” In other words, the sexy, 
exotic Orient allowed Europeans to experi- 
ence — through the imagination — sexual 
desires their own culture forbade them, as 


Silent-film star Theda Bara — the original 
deadly vamp(ire) was really a nice Jew- 
ish girl named Theodosia Goodman, whom 
the studio PR department renamed and 
billed as the “daughter of an Eastern Poten 
tate” and whose name was an anagram for 
“Arab Death.” In the European imagina 
tion, the Arabs were always cruel and heart- 
less — far more so than the “civilized” 
Western world — and novels and films of 
fered up this image to titillate and excite 
Western audiences. From Victorian times to 
the 1950s, children’s books about the Cru- 
sades constantly played with the exciting 
idea of terrible, never exactly explained 
“Oriental” tortures. This idea of Arab cru-

well as to set clear boundaries between 
their own moral culture and an alien 
amoral one. By displacing their own sexual 
fantasies onto the Orient, Europeans could 
double their pleasure by imagining the 
best, then labeling it the worst 

For over 150 years the Orient has played 
a vital part in Western culture: the endless 
fascination with myriad versions of the Ara- 
bian Nights; operas such as Rossini’s The 
Italian Girl in Algiers; Victorian erotic nov- 
els such as Ten Nights in a Turkish Harem 


and The Lustful Turk (both of which feature 


violated British virgins who just can’t get 
enough); the enormous popularity of 


Rudolf Valentino in the 1921 silent film The 


Sheik; the shimmering otherness of films 
like The Thief of Baghdad (played by Dou- 
glas Fairbanks Jr., not Saddam Hussein), 
with their dancing girls and fabulous treas- 


ures; and all those mummy movies from the 


1940s to the present. Embedded in all this 
eroticism was, of course, cruelty and death.

Maestre’s 
prickly, organic-looking sculptures constructed of sharpened 
pencil stubs are a natural result of her observation that “many 
creative endeavors begin with the nicely sharpened pencil and 
a two-dimensional surface.” Maestre has pushed two 
dimensions to three with sculptures that look like they might 
well need a muzzle. And 12-inch spikes are the medium of 
choice for sculptor John Bisbee, who transforms these 
eminently functional, overachieving nails into abstract forms 
he describes as “bioindustrial.” Once again, the DeCordova 
Annual promises a lot of food for artistic thought, not to 
mention an amazing place for a picnic — the exhibition’s up 
all summer.

Getting the dirt on Wigfield 


mall-town life never had it so bad. In 

the new Wigfield: The Can-Do Town 
That Just May Not (Hyperion, 224 pages, 
$22.95), the title town is being threatened 
by the state-planned destruction of a dam 
The book’s fictional author, Russell Hokes, 
chronicles the lives of the city and its 
residents, and their feelings about the 
impending disaster that will submerge their 
town forever. What does 
he find? A strip of road 
that’s little more than 
used auto-part stores, 
porn shops, and strip 
clubs.

It’s a bit ironic that the Thirsty Scholar Pub is named for those pursuing academics, 
because much of what goes on inside the pub relates more to whatever students do (drink, 
watch TV, flirt) when they’re not studying. Sure, there are books on the shelves, and a 
soundtrack that includes Radiohead, Massive Attack, and Badly Drawn Boy might resemble 
a typical college student’s CD collection. But the books never leave their dusty slots, and a 
busy night’s din quickly drowns out the music. 

Although the pub’s extensive beer selection is its main draw, the food menu is 
exceptional, either for snacking or for a satisfying meal. The entrées feature plenty of Irish 
staples mixed in with some fancier concoctions. Bangers and mash ($7.95) is a hearty plate 
on which a pool of baked beans and a mountain of chunky mashed potatoes occupies any 
space not taken up by the sausage. The sandwich menu is excellent from top to bottom, but 
don’t forget the specials; the fish sandwich is often the best thing not on the regular menu.

FULLTIME KILLER 


This Hong Kong actioner amounts to an 
overwrought Western laden with movie refer- 
ences. Tok (Andy Lau), the more flamboyant 
of the film’s two rival hit men, dons a Bill 
Clinton mask to do his deadly dirty work, and 
in keeping with his persona, he asks out a 
video-store clerk (Kelly Lin).

While Bialy 
stock put up stinker after stinker financed by 
helpless old ladies, The Producers has won 
nearly every award in sight, including a record 
12 Tonys, a record 11 Drama Desk Awards 
two Grammys, and, | believe, the Vince Lom 
bardi Trophy. 

For the one reader who doesn’t know, the 
musical is based on Brooks's 1968 movie The 
Producers, about the blustery Bialystock and 
timid accountant Leo Bloom’s scheme to pro- 
duce a Broadway show called Springtime for 








Hitler that will flop after one night, allowing 
the producers to take off with the leftover in- 
vestments. The only problem: the show turns 
out to be a big hit 

The movie, starring Zero Mostel and Gene 
Wilder, never did much at the box office, 
(though it’s since become a cult favorite). But 
after being convinced by David Geffen to 
adapt the movie into a musical, Brooks 
hooked up with veteran director and choreog- 
rapher Susan Stroman, known affectionately 
by Brooks and others as Stro, and created a 
bawdy show-biz satire that’s a throwback to 
old Broadway musical comedies. How well

after it opened in April 2001 at the St. James 
Theatre, New York Times critic Ben Brantley 

wrote, “It is, to put it simply, the real thing: a

WORKS ON PAPER of similar quality and 
far greater depth can be seen at two of 
Boston’s finest commercial galleries. A two 
person show at the Bernard Toale Gallery, a 
retrospective of Abelardo Morell’s stately 
black-and-white photographs and a group of 
color-drenched, C-print photographic por- 
traits by Jocelyn Lee, constitutes one of the 
most intelligent and rewarding shows I've 
seen in a while. 

Morell, who also appears in “Visions and 
Revisions,” takes a deep interest in the ten- 
sion between monumentality and humility, 
and he resolves that tension by rendering 
everyday objects as if they were monoliths. A 
hand mirror suggests a giant monstrance; a 
pair of books tower like turrets in a medieval 
castle; an aerial view of a floor in a library 
suggests an entire city. There are risks to 
such formality, lack of humor being among 
them, but when the artist expresses even the 
slightest bit of whimsy or serendipity, which 
he does often, the results are breathtaking. 

It’s hard to pinpoint precisely what gives 
Jocelyn Lee’s portraits their nearly assaultive 
power. Is it the intensity of the colors and 
the contrasts she sets up — the naked white 
body, eyes closed, mouth open, stiff as a hi- 
eroglyph, of the prostrate, three-year-old 
Untitled (Aidan) on a carpet of blue-green 
grass — or is it the artist’s bizarre and as- 
tute compositional sense? Framed by bushes 
and grass as if in a sniper’s scope, two 
young teenage girls crouch on the ground to 
examine the carcass of a dead beaver in 
Lee’s 1999 Untitled (Beaver Anatomy). You 
can’t tell if the scene’s meticulously staged 
or utterly candid, if the gross pun implied by 
the title is intentional or coincidental. Lee is 
a master at captivating her viewers with a 
voluptuous surface that gives way to a 
charged, unsettling content. 

Finally, an exhibit, alternately intelligent 
and amicable, of Sol LeWitt’s gouache 
paintings at the Barbara Krakow Gallery 
demonstrates the artist’s mastery of com- 
plex, colorful yet subtle abstraction. LeWitt 
appears to have an ambivalent relation to 
mathematics. Each of these paintings in- 
volves recurrent, balanced, interweaving 
bands of essentially two colors. They look 
like they’re in motion, suggesting ribbons in 
the wind or waves in a rainbow sea. Howev- 
er, were the speed turned up, these decided- 
ly flat surfaces also look like they could ac- 
celerate into spheres. You look at them ex- 
pecting that at any moment something's 
going to happen. & 





FIVE PAINTBRUSHES: Jim Dine’s brushes read like characters 
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Leslie Epstein’s ‘novel from memory’

here is a scene, late in Leslie Epstein’s 

new faux-memoir novel, San Remo 

Drive, in which narrator Richard Jacobi 
— a clear stand-in for Epstein — shares a 
fond memory with a French diplomat in Los 
Angeles. When Jacobi was a child in the 
1940s, the novelist Romain Gary would visit 
his parents’ Hollywood home and read aloud 
letters he had received from his mother, a 
Jew trapped in North Africa during the oc- 
cupation. The diplomat then tells Jacobi the 
real story, which is that Gary’s mother had 
already died, and after her death a faithful 
friend mailed these letters to her son in 
America. 

This story — shocking and poignant — 
might serve as a metaphor for all of Ep- 
stein’s work (he is the author of eight other 
books of fiction, including the 1979 novel 
King of the Jews), but especially the highly 
personal San Remo Drive. While San Remo 
Drive has the aura of a memoir — it’s subti- 
tled “A Novel from Memory,” and Ep- 


present as the narrator grapples with his sec- 
ond marriage falling apart, his complicated 
sexual relationship with Madeline (who has 
been his lifelong love and muse since child- 
hood), and his identity as a white, secular, 
adamantly non-practicing Jew raising two 
Navajo boys in a world in which they are all 
aware of the specter of the Holocaust and 
the fact that “bad people wanted to kill all 
the Indians, too.” 

By the end of the book, the neatness of 
Epstein’s structure yields considerable re- 
wards while also exposing how much further 
the book might have gone. In many ways, 
the themes Epstein has always explored — 
exile, the power of memory to liberate and 
oppress, eroticism’s profound power to both 
aid and inhibit the creation of art, and the 
crushing, as well as redemptive, power of 
history —- are explored here in new ways. 
Scenes such as little Richard’s sexual con- 
nection to a black man working on his par- 
ents’ house, or the eeriness of Barton and 
Richard watching their father’s political de-

The book's structure — in which the re- 
membrances of the past inform the present 

- at first feels overly explicit, even obvi 
ous. In “Malibu,” we see Lottie becoming 
involved in a disastrous relationship after 
her husband's death; in “Tijuana,” Richard 
and Barton discover how scary, and liberat- 
ing, eroticism can be when they go with 
friends on a sex trip to Mexico; in “Ne- 
groes” (as well as “Desert”), the limits of 
the Jacobis’ liberalism are exposed when 
they have to deal with the reality of African- 
American lives. 

In the book’s second half, “San Remo 
Drive,” all these themes are replayed in the 
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mise as they flip back and forth between tel- 
evised HUAC hearings and a Gorgeous 
George wrestling match, shock and disturb, 
while provoking us to see the world differ- 
ently. While his nervy narrative techniques 
are reminiscent of those in Ice Fire Water: A 
Leib Goldkorn Cocktail (Norton, 1999) or 
even the more conventional Pinto and Sons 
(Houghton Mifflin, 1990), he takes them 
further here, and to a large degree, it pays 
off. 

Unfortunately, much of San Remo Drive is 
so good that I wanted more. Epstein is so 
ambitious — and delivers so much — that 
the book’s flaws show through. San Remo 
Drive never really comes together as a novel. 
As provocative as much of it is, there are 
times — especially at the end — when the 
separate stories wrap up too neatly. One 
thinks of the perfection of the story about Ro- 
main Gary’s mother in which writing is both 
a trick and a salve to make the present bear- 
able, and wishes that San Remo Drive was 
able to do that as perfectly. As it is, Epstein’s 
book, even in its imperfection, gives us an in- 
dication of how art can heal the past. #

“It’s always good to have a ballad 
when your grandmother asks to hear the 
new album, you put that track on,” cracks 
Casey. “We just did things differently, like 
putting a ballad that far up on the album, or 
starting with the song that wasn’t the typical 
anthem. Everybody and their brother are 
doing Irish punk now. As much as that’s al- 
ways been a part of us, we’ve always mixed 
it up. You don’t want to repeat the same 


thing over and over.” 

Hockey freak Casey gets to indulge him- 
self on “Time To Go,” an accordion-laced 
Bruins fight song with a chorus he has 
probably been waiting to use since the start 
of the band: “Go! Go! Black and Gold!” “I 
took so much shit from the non-hockey-fan 
members of the band when we were making 
the record, but now they actually like it,” he 
says. “This St. Patrick’s Day a bunch of the 
players came to see us, and for me that’s 
just cool. We had the video screen down 
playing Bruins fights while we were playing 
P.J. Stock was there, and he didn’t even 
know his fights were playing until the 
screen came down.” 

The Dropkicks start their River Rave set 
on a familiar note with the slam-dance- 
friendly “For Boston,” but things change 
quickly from there. No “Finnegan’s Wake” 
or “The Wild Rover” tonight — they've got 
a bunch of new songs to play instead 

Gonna Be a Blackout Tonight” and 
“Buried Alive” are a spirited blur, and 
everyone sings along to the swaggering 
“Walk Away.” Dougherty hits the stage 
twice: once for “The Dirty Glass,” and 
again to duet with Barr on the ’60s folk 
standard “If | Were a Carpenter,” which 
stretches into a blistering guitar jam. Orrell 
and mandolinist Ryan Foltz supply most of 
the melodic flair, and Wallace does his 
predecessor proud on “The Spicy McHag 
gis Jig.” 

The band draw from Sing Loud for the 
bulk of the set, and they close with the 
crowd-pleasing oldies “Boys on the Docks’ 
and “Skinhead on the MBTA.” As always, 
the stage gets flooded with fans during the 
hometown classic “Skinhead.” It’s a proper 
sendoff, and a night on which the Drop- 
kicks easily hold their own against some of 
the biggest names in rock. «

But outside the doors of the Rumboo 
gie, the blues aren’t all right. In fact, the 
style may be in worse shape than it was 
during the 1970s, when disco destroyed 
the market for live club performances 
and forced many musicians who played 
blues and other styles of music outside 
the mainstream to work in factories. The 
evidence of the blues’ hard times is every- 
where. CD sales have declined through- 
out the music business, and the genre’s 
been hit especially hard as deep-cata- 
logue retailers like Tower and HMV, who 
carried a large selection of blues titles, 
have reduced the number of their loca- 
tions. Club owners feeling the economy's 
pinch have cut back on booking midlevel 
artists and, in some cases, closed their 
doors. Somerville’s short-lived Blue Sky 
Grill is a recent local casualty. And many 
indie blues labels have trimmed back 
their release schedules or, like the once 
influential Rooster Records, outright dis 
appeared. 





These days, blues as authentic as bar 
band heavyweight Magic Slim’s are rarely 
heard on Beale Street. When Beale was 
the entertainment district for Memphis’s 
African-American populace, from the 
1920s through the ‘50s, its blocks of ta 
erns were a launching pad

year in late May, thanks to the arrival of 
artists, business people, and fans for the 
W.C. Handy Blues Awards, Beale’s clubs 
usually teem with world-class proponents 
of the style 

But this year’s Handy Awards week- 
end, which ran from May 22 through 24, 
was instead a reflection of the blues’ hard 
times. The awards ceremony on the 22nd 
was a disappointment. Of the 25 major 
Handys presented, only six were claimed 
by the artists who won them. The only 
major star who attended was Solomon 
Burke, who stole the show with his clos- 
ing set and won the Soul-Blues Male 
Artist and Soul-Blues Album categories 
for his 2002 comeback, Don't Give Up 
On Me (Fat Possum). And the new talent 
showcased, with the exception of Mem- 
phis street musician Richard Johnston, 
was supremely uninspired, ranging from 
the lukewarm folk-blues of Australia’s 
Fiona Boyd and the dull-edged pop of 


Atlanta’s Delta 
Moon, to the 
heavy-handed 
blues-rock guitar 
hacksmanship 
and clichéd lyrics 
of Yugoslavia’s 
Anna Popovic. 

Following last 
year’s awards, an 
all-star tribute to 
Howlin’ Wolf 
with historic fig- 
ures including 
guitarist Hubert 
Sumlin took 
place. Deep Mis- 
sissippi bluesmen 
Sam Carr, the 
late Othar Turn- 
er, and Super 
Chikan held 
court in clubs, as 
did Louisiana 
Red, dark-and- 
stormy modernist Otis Taylor, the North 
Mississippi All Stars, and many others. 
The abundance of talent left musicians as 
skilled as R.L. Burnside protégé Kenny 
Brown and his band nowhere but the 
streets to perform. This year, the only rel- 
evant bluesmen on Beale were ex—Muddy 
Waters guitarist Bob Margolin, Chicago 
newcomer Nick Moss, Louisiana’s Chris 
Thomas King, and Kenny Brown, who 
this time performed inside the club B.B. 
King’s. On the streets, Johnston held 
court, tearing out energetic Mississippi- 
hill-country-inspired blues from his usual 
sidewalk outpost in front of the New 
Daisy Theater. 





The lackluster awards show in the his- 
toric, gilded Orpheum Theatre at the end 
of Beale reflected not only the industry's 
thin condition, but also the Blues Foun- 
dation’s struggles. The Foundation runs 
the awards, from the collection of nomi- 
nations to the production of the ceremo- 
ny. It also sponsors a number of pro- 
grams aimed at providing education, 


health care, and the general promotion of 





the blues. This year, it took an injection 

of cash from guitar manufacturer Gibson 
and piano company Baldwin to make the 
awards happen. Since the Foundation

on such shaky ground that earlier this 
year it considered an offer from a Baton

Handy Awards night got off to a 
promising start with a pre-party at the 
Gibson guitar factory's performance 
space, a spacious nightclub just off Beale, 
where Boston vocalist Toni Lynn Wash- 
ington entertained and liquor ran free. 
But last year, a coterie of TV crews and 
journalists, including a reporter from E!, 
the entertainment network, crowded the 
red carpet to interview arriving stars like 
ike Turner, Odetta, and Little Milton. 
This year, it was local TV and mostly 
journalists from blues publications, and 
the only pillars of the genre in attendance 
were ex—Waters Band members Pinetop 
Perkins (who won a lifetime achievement 
award and turns 90 on July 7) and Willie 
“Big Eyes” Smith. 

The awards themselves, which were 
filmed for PBS by the Memphis affiliate,

One wonders, at what point does an 
awards ceremony that’s not taken seri- 
ously by the artists it rewards and doesn’t 
meet professional production standards 
become irrelevant? Certainly that has 
nothing to do with the music, which at its 
best has maintained its character as a 
salve for the soul for a century, going 
back to its beginnings as an antidote to 
the trials of plantation life and Jim Crow. 
Like all styles of music, the blues have 
ridden swells and dips in popularity along 
the way. But in 2003, which Congress 
has proclaimed “The Year of the Blues,” 
it’s ironic that for the blues, mere survival

Whether the Real Kids were ever capable 
of taking advantage of such help, had it been 
there, is another story. “There were things 
we could have done that wouldn’t have been 
a sellout,” Felice admits. “We could have 
been more open to suggestions. We were big- 
headed to a fault. Managers didn’t want to 
touch us. Our reputation was just horrible 
We wouldn't dress differently, we wouldn't 
cooperate, we wouldn’t do anything to pro 
mote ourselves, to give people some way to

The Real Kids finally did break up for the 
first time in 1985. Felice formed new bands, 
including the Lowdowns and the Devotions 
but in 1998 he returned to the Real Kids and 
started touring the country with the support of 
devoted fans such as Rancid, who tried to help 
get the band a new deal on the punk label 
I'KO. And, despite some train-wreck shows 
and the departure of several drummers, Felice 
has kept the band going ever since 

“| can’t imagine not doing this if I'm going 
to be alive,” he says. “The biggest thrill for 
me was getting back out on the road, seeing 
all these bands that weren’t even born when 
we put out our first album. And they're hard- 
core Real Kids fans — some even cover Real 
Kids songs. To me a good song is a good 
song. It has value forever. It’s the ultimate 
compliment to me, that these kids are listen- 
ing to our music for the first time and being 
blown away by it. I think I could actually be a 
happy person if I didn’t have to do anything 
else but write and play music every day 
Maybe it will happen when I’m 60, if I’m 
around that long.”

It’s earnest and heavy-handed, but the 
songs on Beginning have the beating pulse of 
release. The opening “Session 01” (a/k/a 
“Have a Day”) begins with the slow, saun- 
tered walk of one voice, steadily building into 
many voices as the song goes along. (The US 
version of the album lists its 10 songs as Ses- 
sions 1-10, but the UK version gives away 
each track’s title.) Accompanied by rising 
strings and robust horns, the sweeping force 
of the song recalls the compositions of ’70s 
jazz and rock producer (and transparent D] 
Shadow influence) David Axelrod. 

In terms of other bands, Polyphonic Spree 
are most often compared to the ’70s soul choir 
Up with People, whose group harmonies pro- 
jected a sense of liberated, funk-generation joy 
that the Polyphonic Spree often evoke. But 
they remind people of other groups too. “Sol- 
dier Girl” is a psychedelic-pop number with 
bold religious overtones, and liberal hints of 
Pink Floyd in its rock operatics. On “Light 
and Day,” the instrumentation bubbles with 
quirky string plucks and colorful guitar 
shades, bringing to mind the neo-psychedelia 
of the Flaming Lips and Mercury Rev. 

On stage, the Polyphonic Spree also deviate 
from the norm, often by virtue of their sheer 
number, but more because they stand in flow- 
ing white robes (more religious invocations) 
Indeed, collectively, they look like a cult or- 
ganization of some sort, reaching for tran- 
scendence through pop bliss. 

‘he prism of the Polyphonic Spree’s sound 
is more evident in a handful of remixes re- 
leased as two promo 12-inch singles. The 
remixes are by the electronic group Death in 
Vegas; the progressive French band Stereolab; 
the English dub-pop group the Bees; and hip-

Often remixes are either ambulatory aid to 
songs in desperate need of structure, or an op- 
portunity for a remixer to hijack a song and 
turn it into something totally new. In the Poly- 
phonic Spree’s case, the varied remixed inter- 
pretations highlight different aspects of the 
group's sound. For example, the Bees’ version 
of “Light and Day” turns the glittering, spiri- 
tual joy of the original into a heavy, dark reg- 
gae-dub instrumental that underscores the 
Polyphonic Spree’s musical depth. 

The rest of the remix artists tackle the track 
“Soldier Girl.” RJD2 picks up on the rhythm 
of the song, chopping up its parts and turning 
them into a nonstop beat-parade. Death in 
Vegas dress the pop structure of the song in a 
clangy wall of guitars, forcing the tune to ac- 
knowledge its alt-pop genesis. In this context, 
DeLaughter gives off vague echoes of a young 
Black Francis, turning whispers into screams. 
Finally, Stereolab play with different tempos 
within the same song, starting things off as a 
French waltz before speeding up to a new- 
wave romp and finally locking into a disco-like 
Strut. 

These remixes only emphasize what is al- 
ready abundantly clear from the original disc 

that the Polyphonic Spree are an ambitious 
pop project that remain hard to pin down. 
There may be elements of The Beginning 
Stages Of ... that come across as novelties 
But that’s a risk all artists take when they opt 
to deviate from the norm to a degree as ex- 
treme as the Polyphonic Spree do. &

The gambling scene 
has choruses of gypsies and matadors, which 
were wonderful to hear as pure music, with- 
out the distractions of dancers and other 
stage business. And Verdi makes Violetta’s 
death scene even more poignant by punctuat- 
ing it with the sound of noisy revelers passing 
her window. The CpM chorus was obviously 
enjoying its multiple roles, 
and the singing was exem- 
plary in technical accom- 
plishment and vitality 

Rink brought back two 
singers who were in Max 
beth from whom I was 
hoping to hear more. Bari 
tone Jason Stearns’s 
singing in the title role of 
Macbeth impressed me 
more than his stagy pos- 
turing. As Giorgio Get 
mont, Verdi’s most sympa 
thetic villain (he wants Vi 
oletta to break off her af 
fair with his son Alfredo 
because it would spoil his 
respectable daughter's 
chance for a happy bour- 
geois marriage), Stearns 
again sang with beauty 
and warmth of tone. I just 
wish he'd stop leaning to 
ward the other characters like a parody of an 
opera singer 

Last year, Armenian tenor Yeghishe 
Manucharyan sang the small part of Mal- 
colm. This time he had the lead. I had high 
hopes for his Alfredo when he first entered 
He couldn’t take his eyes off Violetta. I be- 
lieved in his infatuation. But when he sang 
about how love was both a cross (croce) and a 


delight (delizia), he didn’t make them sound 
very different. Shacked up with Violetta in the 
second act, Alfredo sings of living in heaven. 
But Manucharyan had the same wounded- 
puppy look as he had later when Violetta left 
him. He’s got a wonderful natural tenor 
sound that is especially beautiful when he 
sings quietly. But he really needs to learn the 
difference between “croce” and “delizia.” 

Soprano Marcie Ley, the Violetta, knew the 
difference. Like Manucharyan, she had never 
sung her role before. She certainly under 
stood it. She looks a little too much like 
Nancy Kerrigan to be a convincing courtesan, 
but she at least looked happy as the party 
hostess, in her strapless gown and black 
choker with diamond (rhinestone?) clip, then 
conveyed her panic at the first sign of a 
cough. She sang “Sempre libera,” her rejec- 
tion of true love, with gutsy determination 
and almost nailed the act-ending high E-flat 
Verdi never wrote. Her voice was pretty at 
low volume and harsh and wavery when she 
pushed. She gave a more competent perform- 
ance than some Violettas I’ve heard at the 
Met. Yet she lacked what might be harder for 
her to learn, and what is the sine qua non of 
any Violetta: soul. We have to believe her suf 
fering. I didn’t 

I believed Jeffrey Rink’s conducting, 
though. Sensitive. thoughtful, it was unhur- 
ried enough to allow every nuance of emo- 
tion to shine through, yet the pace never 
lagged. In the Prelude, we hear the soaring 
theme that Violetta will sing to Alfredo when 
she is leaving him: “Love me, Alfredo. Love 
me as much as I love you.” Rink led this as if 
it were less a look forward than a look back, 
a drifting back to us from an old tale, infused 
with both longing and nostalgia. It was the 
first of many such heartbreaking insights, 
and it was the soul of Rink’s achievement 
He gave us Verdi.
